On the subject of the State Debt and 
Finances, the Governor makes no sum 
mary, but refers to his last message. He 
makes no practical suggestions nor of 
fers any recommendations in the slight- 
est degree calculated to throw any light 
upon a solution of the embarrassed pe- 
cuniary situation of the State. 

The Governor tells us about the gen- 
eral advantages of Education, but ad- 
vocates no definite system of Public 
Schools. He fails to tell the Legislature 
what a miserable failure the present 
Radical system is and how rapidly the 
poor children of the State are grcwing 
up in ignorance and vice. 

The next subject that engages the 
Governor's attention is the Election 
Law,in which he recommends certain 
unimportant changes, by which he 
thinks the Radical party will be bene- 
fited. 

The Legislative Apportionment next 
claims discussion. This subject the 
Governor discusses con amore. He says 
it 1s exceedingly doubtful whether the 
last General Assem!ly had any right to 
apportion Senators and Representatives 
at that time, “and whether the present 
Legislature has not been chosen in vio- 
lation of the Constitution of the State.” 

But he does no: now propose to ra's 
so grave a question, but proceeds to 
call the attention “to the details of the 
act.“ The Governor after getting 
throug with bis statement charges the 
last Legislature with demoralization, 
lawlessness and dishonesty, by its “out- 
rage upon popular rights.” 

The Governor next refers to the Pen- 
itentiary and the Deaf and Dumb and 
the Blind Institution—and of course 
seeks to justity his lawless and infamous 
course in attempting to turn out the 
Legislature Boards of these institutions, 
which action of his Excellence was fully 
ventilated through our culumns at the 
time. Oh! shame Governor! 

On the subject of Internal Improve. 
ments the only question he discusses is 
the Marion and Asheville Turnpike! 

He has a dozen lines or so about our 
Swamp lands, a few generaities about 
the Geologicai Survey, something about 
the advantages of Immigration, but no 
practical suggestions, a reference to 
Judge Battle’s Digest of the Public 
Statutes, and some sensible remarks 
about Insurance companies. 

The remainder of the message treats 
of Railroads, Canals, &c., Militia, Re 
signations and Appointments, Reports 
of the Heads of Departments, Pardons 
and Commutations. 

The Governor is ignorant of his gow- 
ers under the militia law. He has the 
same authority to call out, arm and 
equip the militia that was possessed by 
the Governors of this State befere the 
war. We have shown this through 
these columns time and again to the 
satisfaction of every reasonable man. 

On the whole, the message is a weak 
and unpatriotic State document. It 
only exhibits the Governor's political 
venom. It shows the rancor of Radi- 
calisin that fills his heart. It proves 
him to be—what we have always 
charged—a narrow-minded, portisan 
Governor, who is destitute of the high 
qualities that should distinguish the 


Executive of a great State and who is 
utterly unworthy of the distinguished 
position he holds.

Archibald Stewart—the latter the son 
in-law of the former, at the same time 
gagging them, and then tying the entire 
amily together. They next ordered 
Watson to open his safe. The latter 
replied, “My money is all in Warren, 
deposited with my brother.“ They re 
plied, We know whom you refer to, 
but your money is in the house, and we 
must have it.” Watson thereupon, with 
the muzzle of a huge revolver placed 
against his car opened the safe, and 
something like two thousand dollars 
were abstrected. 

Atter the safe had been robbed the 
family were tied in along row and com- 
pelled to follow the thieves down in the 
cellar, then up through every room in 
the house, and, at the peril of their 
lives, information as to where valuables 
were kept was demanded and given. 
After a thorough search the family were 
conducted back to the dining-room. 
Mrs. Watson, Susan Stewart and 
Archibad Stewart, were placed on a 
lounge, blindfolded, ironed and gagged, 
and tied to the stove in euch a manner 
that if they moved the stove would ti 
over upon them. The fiends then left 
the house, having remained about an 
hour and a halt, while the balance— 
nine in all- were standing watch on the 
outside. In the hury to depart the 
lighted lamp was upset and the house 
set on fire. 

The robbers then turned, and taking 
cloths trom the wardrobes, turew them 
on the burning portion of the dwelling, 
and with the utmost difficulty succeeded 
in extinguishing the flames. Mr. Watson 
was scverely burned, but the robbers 
made no endeavor to pull him from 


the flames. James Stewart, a 
member of the family, arrived 
home after midnight and found 
the familyin a sorry plight. The irons 


on Watson cut him into the bone, and 
ue was bleeding profusely. Those on 
the other members of the family were 
alse very painful, and were taken off 
only by severing them with a file. The 
thieves had bandcuffs for every member 
of the house, and their pockets were 
filled with handkerchiets. They had 
ulso a plentiful supply of leg irous. 
The pohce were notified, and at 3 
o clock this morning all the hotels in 
the place were searched and the town 
scoured, but no arrests have so tar been 
made. The villains have so effectively 
done their work as to give no clue to 
their whereabouts. The greatest ex- 
citement exists in the oil regions over 
this devilish outrage. It is very evi 
dent that the party were aware that 
Watson had money in his house, as he 
had neglected to deposit a sum, the ex- 
act amount of which he does not know. 
None of the family were seriously in- 
jured but Mr. Stewart, whose feet and 
nauds are dreadfully burned by the up- 
setting of a lamp. 


The President’s Message Forshad- 
owed—His Policy Towards the 
South. 

The Baltimore Svn’s Washington cor- 
respondent writes on the 18th inst: 


The President in his annual message, 
will recommend the pussage of a bill by 
Congress removing all the disabilities 
imposed by the tnird section of the 
tourteenth amendment to the constitu 
tion. He will take the ground that vs 
the amendment does not exclude the 
ballot, but only impose disabilities to 
hold office upon certain persons, there 
is no good reason for distranchisement 
of that kind merely because they were, 
before the rebellion, of standing and 
character enough to be elected to offices 
requiring them to take an cath to 
support the constitution. 

— his last message he suggested that 
it there were any persons distinguished 
above all others for the part they took: 
in the rebellion they might be excluded, 
but now he proposes to include every- 
body The excepted classes now are 
all Senators and Representatives of the 
Thirty-six and Thirty-seventh Congres - 
es, officers of the judicial, military, und 
naval service of the United States, 
heads of departments and foreign miv— 
isters of the United States who partici- 
pated in the rebellion. 

It was rumored to day that the Pres- 
ident, in tuifilment of that liberal policy 
toward the South which is promised on 
his behalf by some of his friends, would 
order the release of the three Conserva- 
tive members of the Alabama Legisla 
‘ure, who were arrested on Saturday, 
refused bail, and taken to Mobile under 
the pretense of violating the enforce- 
ment act, but in reality to prevent a 
Conservative organization to to day of 
the Alabama Legislature, and the sub 
uent defeat for re-election to tlhe 
United States Senate ot that notorious 
carpet-bagger, George E. Spencer. in 
whose sole interest, it is believed. these 
arrests were made,
